  (2) Unless specifically excepted under this subtitle, a salt, isomer, or 25 

salt of an isomer of a substance listed in this subsection is a substance listed in 26 

Schedule I if the existence of the salt, isomer, or salt of an isomer is possible within 27 

the specific chemical designation. 28 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 29 

October 1, 2011. 30
